Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy | 
BALANCED EXERCISE NEEDED FOR GOOD 


PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT 
In these days of specialization few people obtain 
a sufficient amount of balanced exercise during the 
ordinary occupations and it becomes important for 
them to set apart a definite time each day for some 
sort of exercising if they wish to be in the best con- 
dition.
